One ot Mo«t Potent Mean* of Breed 


Promotion. 


That pig club worlc is one of the 


most potent means of breed promo- 
tion, has been brought- out by fig- 
ures In the 192.0 agricultural cen- 
sus .according to H. F. Walter of 
the University of Illinois, assistant 
state leader in the it ilor agricul- 
tural extension service. 


Illinois reported 215,965 pure bred

members represents a farm where 
pure bred hoss are being- grown. It 
is true that in a large number of 
these cases the boy Is raising- only 
one pig 
On the other hand this one 


pig may be the only pure bred on 
that farm.

Be sure 
to Inoculate seed unless sweet clover 
or alfalfa has teen grown before on 
the field where It Is to be grown."

property and corporations were cor- 
respondingly escaping, had any at- 
tempt been made by farm Interests 
for a more equitable distribution of 
taxes," said Mr. Fox.

"The Illinois tax commission add- 


ed $112,000,000 to trie valuation of 


farm lands as computed by county 
assessors the state over In 1920. In

taxes." Credit for this was given the 
pressure 
brought

bear on the 


commission through an exposure of 
its alleged unfair practices. 


CAUTION. 


Mr. Fox uttered words of caution, 


however, advising 
that 
while 


thorough Investigation of the ques- 
tion be made, the issue be not made 
too great, "for," said he, "legislators 
are liable to become excited at the 
cry for lower tax rates and cut ap- 
propriations where really needed, and 
thus effect an apparent saving that 
Is not a saving at all." 
He said that 


probably the Increase was justified, as 
we are demanding more Improvements 
by the state. The question Is, how- 
ever, to have the whole thing pro- 
perly equalized. 


THREE] PROBLEMS. 


There are three problems to be 


solved, said Mr. Fox. 
One of these 


Is to uncover the great amount of 
valuable property that never appears 
on the tax books; another to see that 
valuations are more in keeping with 
true values, and the third Is to see 
where the money is spent ana stop the 
leaks through which -thousands flow 
yearly in a never-ending stream, 


"In 1920 figures sent to the state 


commission by county clerks 
the 


state over sent the total valuation 
of farm lands for assessment pur- 
poses at $1,148,000,000," said Mr. Fox. 
"To this the commission, acting on 
the suggestions of the Northwestern 
railroad added $112,000000, under the 
guise of putting valuation of 
farm 


lands on the same basis as other pro- 
perties. When the counties sent in 
their valuation figures In 1921, the 
total was 15 per cent greater; and this 
despite the fact that the bottom had 
already fallen out of the market for 
farm products. This Increase, we be- 
lieve was due solely to the action of 
tha commission In the previous ses- 
sion. This increase in valuation for 
county township and district taxing 
purposes meant an added 
$20 
for 


every quarter section In the state" 


During the discussion that follow- 


ed tha addiess of the I. A. A. rep- 
resentative, there was some advocacy 
of a state income tax and the taking 
of Incomes from farm lands as the 
basis for property taxes.

Democratic or Republican senate's 
will be elected in thosj New Eng- 
land states which have senatorial 
elections this year. These states are 
Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, Mas- 


sachusetts, Vermont and Maine. 


HOW THEY STAND. 


Hardly anybody doubts that Mcine 


and Vermont will return Republican 
senators. 
Massachusetts is more 


doubtful, 
while 
Connecticut 
and 


Khode Island may at all times as 
readily go one way as the other. 


WANT M'LEAN. 


The present" senator from Connec- 


ticut, McLean, Is not in the lime- 
light as much as some others, but is 
one of the most dependable Repub- 
lican senators and is cnairman of 
the -very important committee on 
banking and currency. 
If Mr. Mc- 


liean wants the Republican nomina- 
tion for the senatorshlp again, he 
can have it. He is believed not io 
care greatly for It, but is underpres- 
sure from the Republican 
leaders 


both In his state and in the nation 
to accept tha nomination. The Re- 
publlcans want him to run again 
because they believe he would be 
their strongest candidate. 


LONG TERMS. 


It has always been a Connecticut 


tradition to keep their senators at 
Washington lor locg periods, and 
this fact alone would make senator 
McLean the best Republican candi- 
date.

HOW RADIO SET 


CHANGES DAMPED 
WAVES INTO WORDS 


BY H. It. DUNCAN. 


Director, Radio Institute of America 


How are discontinuous or damped 


radio waves received? 


They are sent out by radio fre- 


quency currents generated In audio 
frequency groups by the charge and 
discharge of a ccuidenser on a circuit 
using alternating current. 


Some means must be resorted to 


so that the audible response IB ob- 
tained in the head phones of the re- 
ceiving station. But how? 


By rectifying the alternating cur- 


rent. 


There are certain 
elements that 


have this property of being recti- 
fiers. Among the orystalllnes, there 
are iron pyrites, 
silican, carborun- 


dum, molybdenite and galena which 
may bo used. The last is considered 
most preferable. 


These elements, however, will rec- 


tify only signals originating from 
an alternating current. 


Although 
telephone 
communica- 


tion has a direct source of supply, It 
is so modulated by tne microphone 
transmitter that we compare It to 
an alternating current 
for simpli- 


city. 


The rectifier Is connected In series 


with the telephone In the receiving 
circuit upon 
which 
tne Incoming 


waves are Impressed. 


And the Incoming wave trains from 
he distant transmitting stations are 
aught by the receiving aerial. 
They go down the circuit to the 
elector that rectifies them. One half 
if the wave train Is suppressed. 


They are then translated Into a 


group of decayed direct current 1m- 
ralses which pass on through the 
•hone headpiece In a wave. 


With the telephone acting as trans- 


ator, these discontinuous or damped 


ll«unllr So.

The shoulder of lamb makes a 


perfectly good roast and is never as 
expensive as the leg of lamb. The 
breast, shank and neck can be made 
nto very palatable and nourishing 
dishes that will take the place of the 
ixpenslve chops on ordinary occa- 
sions. 


ROAST SHOULDER OF LAMB. 
A shoulder of lamb, 
2 slices of 


bacon, 2 cups 'stock, 2 tablespoons 
butter, 4 tablespoons flour, 1 tea- 
spoon 
minced parsley, 
2 medium 


sized onions, 2 carrots, 1 small tur- 
nip, 6 peppercorns, 
1H 
teaspoons 


salt, % teaspoon pepper, % cup can- 
ned tomato juice. 


Remove bone from shoulder. Cover 


bone with cold water, about three 
cupfuls .and bring 
slowly to the 


boiling point. Let simmer two hours 
Wipe meat with a damp cloth and 
trim off the thin tissue-like covering. 
Season with salt and pepper, roll 
tightly and tie. 


Cut the bacon in narrow match- 


like strips and Insert in the meat. 
Slice vegetables and put In bottom 
of casserole. 
Dot with butter and 


add meat. 


Cover closely and put In a hot oven 


for 20 minutes. Add parsley and pep- 
percorns. Pour over-two cups stock, 
cover closely and roa«t 
fn a slow 


oven for two and one-half hours. 


Take out meat and remove strings. 


Strain stock. 
There should be one 


and one-half cups. Melt two table- 
spoons butter in sauce pan, stir in 
flour and stir over the fire until the 
flour is brown.

stantly.

canned tomato juice. Serve 
in a 


gravy boat as a sauce for the meat. 


RAGOUT OF LAMB. 


Two pounds neck of Iamb, 1 cup 


boiling stock, 2 tablespoons butter, 
2 tablespoons flour, 1 onion, 1 ear- 
rot, 1 strip celery, 
sprig parsley, 


thyme and bay leaf, yolks 2 eggs, W 
cup cooked spinach, juice % lemon, 
% teaspoon salt, ^ teaspoon pepper. 


Trim meat. Put Into cold water, 


bring slowly to the boiling point. 
Drain and plunge into cold salt 
water, let stand five minutes. Drain 
and dry between towels. Cat into 
two-inch squares. 


Melt butter 
In sauce pan, add 


sliced vegetables and simmer wttth 
out browning for 
IE mlnntes. Sift 


In flour, «tlrrlng constantly and 
slowly add boiling stock. Add pars 
ley, thyme and bay leaf, orTe-third 
teaspoon salt and 
one-eighth tea- 


spoon pepper. 
Stir until the mix- 


ture bolls and Is perfectly smooth. 
Put meat In casserole and pour over 
sauce. Cover closely, simmer 
two 


hours in a slow oven or over a slow 
fire. 


Heat spinach and rub through ; 


fine sieve. Remove meat from cas 
serole and* strain sauce. Add spin- 
ach puree and when almost boiling 


add the egg yolks beaten slightly 
with two tablespoons cream. Add 
eroon juice to spinach when rubbing 
.hrough sieve. 


Cook the sauce over hot water 


until thick and smooth. 
Arrange 


meat on a hot platter and pour the 
hot sauce over It.
